[JE E hauing growne very rich by the ſpoile ol many nati⸗ 
ons, crept into their fauours by his often comming ta 
Tunis, to make ſale oł ſuch goods as he made w2ongtuli pur= 
chaſe ofat (ra, which liberty he had by all tolle ration, and al- 
lowance from the great Turke, ſo as he might goe and come 
at his pleaſure,fo2 the bad them at ſuch pꝛiſes, as they made 
great pꝛoſit of them, inſomuch that the Nice rey of Tunis 
gaue him a large peete ek ground that ſometimes befoze was

ment ſijculd they finde, as all the water that bare them, ſhouice 
herdlp bzing them inta a ca0!e temper againe , being then

were taken, we were fo: that night guarded, and eur ry mon ha⸗ 
uing his Centinell to watchhim. 

The next Bozning the Captain's of the men of Marre con⸗ 
ſui ted, hol to diſpoſe of vz and our hippe s, where, in this ini ſloz⸗ 
tune it ſoꝛtunatelp fell out, that dur Walter hauung in loꝛmer 
Uoyages, much ved tbe £Zvate of trantpoz ing of Paſſenacrs, 
from Argicr,and Turts,to Alexandria, and Conttantinople, 
beſcemed wellco betremembꝛed y many of theſe Pirates (who 
moꝛe then we expected lamen ung our caſe) info2med their Cap» 
tame, what ſc ruice heret ot oꝛe our Maſter had done to their Na- 
tion, as alſo what courteſie both themſelues, and diuers of their 
friends had receiued at bis hands, that our ſhip was not a ſtranger 
vnto them, ſoꝛ our Maſter had bꝛougbt in her the laſt Wopage, 
beg reat Baſhawof ums, from Conſtantinople to Tunis. 

Wich loꝛtunate accident.was one and the chiele cauſe, that

thep vtterlp neglected, as a commoditie unwoꝛthy of them. In 


bꝛiefe, the ende of their conſultation was, that our ſhippe oui 
be reſtoꝛed: which vnder tod by the ſouldiers (J beſcech vou, let 


it not grieue pou to read, what with terroꝛ we did behold how 


they pꝛeſentip came aboard vs, icli violently to ranſake : pilt- 


ging our Trafficke, cutting downe cur Cabbens, and auing 


dur cheſts to pieces, leauing vs nothing to callour owne, but 


what we bad on our backes, they tooke a wap all the powder we 
had, ſaving what our Ordinance was laden withall, leauung vs | 
not ſo much beſide, as would pzepne one Peete. They bereft vs 
of moſt of our great ſhot, all our muſkets, all our (mall Cot, our 
match, pikes, ladles, ſpunges, rapiers, ſwoꝛds, daggers of all ne⸗ 


ceſſary munition fo; detence whatſoeuer: leauing nothing with 


vs what neceffitic ſo euer ſhould ſueccerd) but the vaſtſea , and 


the vnconſtant indes todefend vs. 
either ſeemed this crueltie to them ſuf:cient, but as they 
were about to leaue vs, hauing as it were bethought themofſome 
new encounter, they violent ly came backe, at whoſe returne 
building no great con? dence in the pꝛomiſes ol Turkes and Pi- 
rats) we cxyected cither llaughter oꝛ llauerp: But contrary to our 
expectation (although badde) better was their purpoſe namely to 
teare from vs part ot our Sailes and Tacklings, to take from vs 
2 15ceſe,Cabics, ail our Butter, and Chee, Niſe and O ple, ſo 
that although they gaue vs liberty thep would notleaue vs with⸗ 
out l ingulſhment, although they could find ur their harts tobidts 
fare well, yet they would doe the be ſt in them contilted, to famiſh 
3 ere we couldcome home. Inbꝛie ke, we were loft nothi: ig to de- 
fend va, little oꝛ nothing to lerd vs, miſer te enough to toꝛment vs, 


ſo that to pour charitable conſiderations, we ſubmit our lamenta⸗ 


le cauſe by pour leiues, but to be adiudged in what diſtre lle thep 
left vs. 


But ere J (hall pzoceede to dꝛiue pou into wonder; by re⸗ 


lating all our ſucceding accidents - 5 belecch peu let mee 


with pour patente to delluer at fall what hath beppened in 


this. 


Firſt, youcannot fozget (J am certaine) that J related vnto 


pou,that yponour fir ff peelding, Uners oi vs were cor veped a

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booꝛde of their chippes, and mony of them (as well Turkes as 
Eng ish) ſhifted vnto gurs, euery man of vs bauing foꝛ the firſt 
night his ſentine ap inted to guorce bim: where bauing kitls 
mind tofleepe, wi; were in doubt cucry minute to haue our 
thꝛeats cnt, Our pucpoſe is to deltuer what with waking epes 
we were wuneſſes of inthis nights impꝛiſenment. The En⸗ 
aliſh men being the brſt that booꝛded vs, they demmaund 
of vs with what was her lading, to whom wee anſwered, the 
the whole fo2 th: $archant was Coꝛne, beſides wie had cucry 
one ſome litle particuicr venture foꝛ eur ſeluesoꝛ our friends: C be 
which being matters of no vilew, we deſired x hoped they would 
not make pꝛey of, to which they anſ vered . it was no way their in, 
tents, neither was it tictr Captaire Captaine Wards plraſure, 
that any pꝛiuat Sea faring mans venture ſhould be any wap hin: 
tered by him oꝛ his confederates. M bereſoꝛe quoth they, left theſe 
Turkes, whom J toubt not but pou haue heard to bee crucll e- 
nough, and as the affaires with you now ſtand, haue as much 
commannd oꝛ moꝛe then our ſelues : if pou baue any thing that 
vou wou d defend from their gripe, deliucr it in truſt to vs, and 
as we are pour Ceuntrimen, while wee continue together, wee 
will ſee it fatthlullv reſerued and vpon pour free diſcharge teſtoꝛed 
to you at full: With this pit- fall poze birds were we caught: ſo 
that partly with feare not to dare to difruft them, and partly 
with hope to teſerue ſonicwhat, who were cert ine we bad loſt 
all, euerp man diſtributed voto them what he had, namely of cur 
necdefull ſhifte of appar ell, to wilte linnen and wocllen, and our 
Maſter M. Banilter, wo was te goe abooꝛd of them, tuen bis 

whole pꝛouiſion to the ſiluer whiſtle and Chaine aveut his neck, 

ſo that ail that cuero man had. he might ſap it was on his backe: 

Still hoping that theeues might pꝛo cue to be men el their woꝛts, 
and that there might bee found ſane con tience in th m, be cauſe 

they were our counirimen. Jn ſhoꝛt this was the ſutceſſe okit, 
when we found our ſelues to be diſcharged, euery man began to 
enquire loꝛ him, to whom he bad deliuered, but n eſt Iuue ut us, 
they were ſtolne away in the night, and our owne Countreymen 
had made vs their C olens. Do ÿ being thus cheated of al our ſhift 
whatſoeuer the occurrence cf which at Sea, J know vou neete 
not be remembzed off, we 4 to complaine v3 of our wzong, 
to 
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to the Turkes, and imploꝛed their aſſiſtance , who ſtraight 
made vs thi: anſwcr, ſince our owne nation had ſerned vs ſo vn⸗ 
t hꝛiſtianly, what conicience were it in chem to be courteous vis 
to vs: at which told comfozt Sir, cuery man began to ſhꝛincke 
already, ſince tbat fo: want of ſhift bee knew he ſhonld bee low⸗ 
ſie befoze he got home, bnt A eceſſita un habet legem, and when 
there is no remedp to be had, it is but bootles to make reũſtance. 
By this time our maſter and his company (4 beſœch pou vn 
derſt and are diſchargedand ſent backe againe,and our Conſoꝛts 
men put into vs,fo that when they ſaw they could take no moze, 
they heaued vp chert hands and bad vs be gone onelx in our ſight 

dirciting our Conſo2ts ſhip the pearle fo Tunes. 
If any man ſhall further aſke of pon what entertainment 


car owne Countrimen gaue vs, ſince yaw had befoze to vn- - 


der ſtand, that the Baſter, Mailters mate, Boſons, napy all their 
Sea faring men were Engliſhmen, truely J muſt repoꝛt to pou 
they vſcd vs well, J and ſo well that the denill in the habit of a 


Tu ke, would not baue vicd vs wozſe,fo2 hauing had that which 


they expected, theycould by no means affoozd vs god woꝛdes, 
and with nuch a doe allow vs bꝛead and water. Now if this 
were not curteſte from our one Countrimen, J hope there lo 
no man will ex peu further euidence. 

But by the way, J beſcech pou to under ſtand, that when we 


had pꝛoued it fo2 certaine, that Nullvs ad mas ibit, c. When 


wec ſaw there wis no remedy, but foꝛ fafety wee muſt ſub⸗ 
mit, cuerp one of vs, ſo farre as the occaſion of time would pet - 
mit, endeauoured to make the beſt ſhift as he could fo2 himſelle, 
which was to conuep in (ſecret the particuler commodities 4 ad⸗ 
uentures both of our owne and others of our eſpecial! friendes at 
home, and which purpoſe of ours (befoꝛe they had boꝛded bs) 
with much induſti y we had purchaſed, ſto uung ſome of them deep 
amonaſt the Coꝛne, and oꝛdering the reſt, ſome in one place, om 
in ans ber, where we thought it might be the moſt guarded from 
their ſearch, 

But like the deulil, bauing bꝛoad eyes andquickeſighted, they 
lok far, and litie is done that can be concealed from tbem and 3 
hope pou will not denp but theſe axe of his neare acquaintance, 
ſo that bee wee as charic as cre we could this gallimaufry of 

— roagues, 
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rogues J dare nolv tallthem lo, being indeede moꝛe renegadces 
than Turkes, foꝛ what conference wee had wee recemed from 
then in Italian) they did ſuch remige in euer p cozner, that they 


were ouerlokers ol all, and what theyt id find which tbeythought 


not vnwoꝛthy to bee contemned loꝛ the taking, they held it dil 
courteſie to leaue it aboꝛd, it was vnneceſſary to bewaile unt o 
them, this is the Marchente, this is orr ou ne, oꝛ this is our 
friends, fo2 whatſocuerthey likrd and laid hat ds on (being all 
ſharers) th ep crycd Once fo:notter, fl; 18 E fc? L5, Tc hira poſe non eſt 
11 their will ts a aw, they arefree men of the Sea, and their 
literip muſt haue no rel ſtance. 
In bucke, we beſcech pou to conceiue, that pon ſix vs parted, 
and wheras,lit is continued as a commendable cuſtome, foz euerp 
man to be ſo: ry foz his particulat loſſes, it is now contrarp with 
vs,foz we were glad euen to our ſoules, when wee had loſt them, 
* eur cies had bit tbem heartily farewell, yet had we not the 
cart to ſhake hands together, we were not alitle glad when we 
_ back,andſ\awthem as far a ſtearne as we could deſcry them 
but we were glad indeed, when we beheld foꝛ certaine that we dil⸗ 


cerned them not et all, ſo that fo; that might we were out of Ren 


the one of the other. 

But the mozning alter by b:eake ofthe tay (although to our 
colde tomtoꝛt) we might eſpye they were come vy within a mile 
ol vs againe, in which ncarenelle wre might perceiue (as they 
loꝛmerly had had vs, ſo thcre was u Frencuman had now feund 
thevhad him in chaſe, who fir it viing the bell wings hee had foz 
Lis eſcape, bit to a ſruitleſſe przpoſe, and after reſiſting them by 
an hondurable fight, yet to as botleſſe an cid, koꝛ that as wee 
were ſoꝛmerlpfozwarned, hee would not valle his topſaile, and 
ſubmit at their firſt ſhot:but truſting to their owne ablenes, ſtod 
ent till they were ſurpꝛiſeb: our ties were mate wirnelles that 
th-p took? the Merchant and the Mater, z havged them vppe at 
their pard armes, and as beloꝛe they had ſent a wap one ol ours 


ſc theycommanded away his Hip 0 [it 1 nis, and made llaues of 


all the reſt ol the tompanp, being keureſcoꝛe andfoure men in her: 
the pittifulneſſe of which ſpectacle, wee being in the view okbe⸗ 


polding, would haue compelled any but ſuch hated villaines,cuen 
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with teares foz to haue lamented. 

Heere might pou haue ſerne the poze captiues kneeling foꝛ pits 
tp, while the Conquercurs triumphing ouer them, bound them 
backe to backe. Heere might peu haue beheld the cites ofthe one 
fall offozrow, intreating foꝛ compaſſion , whileſt che other euen 
in their facesdid fleere at theircalamitie, this we viewed (x not; 
without much pitie) had happened vnto them: this we knew had 
we not yeelded muſt haue befallen tnto vs. Thouing is their 
lining, blood is their exerciſe, tyranie is their p2actiſe : Chꝛiſlians 
are turned Turkes, and Turks are the ſons ofdeuils, then what 
good can be expected from them? O what a lamentation is this, 
in one minute by the cruelty of villaines four ſcoꝛe and fonre Fas 
thers (hall be berctt ol their ſons, ſo many wiues be bereft ol their 
hysbands, and no doubt ſo many Childzen be 2iſpotld of their pa- 
rents:a calamitie ſo exceeding, that mee thinks, euen but at the 


repoꝛt thercot, all Chꝛiſtendome ſhould be made vp into one hand 
fo2 the revenge thrreok. 


But wella dap, this Tragedie is acted death and flauerphath 


bſurped vpon theſe Jnnocents, well might we pitie them, but we 
knew we could no wap pꝛeualle to their helpe, lo they nitber mas 
k:n1 to vs,nc2 wee deũrous to haue moꝛe acquaintaince with 
them away ſteard we foz the ſhoꝛe, and ioyſull men we were pou 
mult thinn, bauing now nothing to loole but our liues, where we 


were cleere ol hem the ſecond time. 


Bui who is deſirous to ſhunne Scilla doth commonly fall 
vpon Car bdis, who carefully ſtriues to auoid a dangerous rock 
doth often fall vpon moꝛe deuguring lands one miſchance doth 
ſelde me 02 neuer come, but there ſucceedes an other as his inhe ; 


xitoꝛ, e actoꝛding to our Engliſh pꝛouerb, we ſtrive out of Gods 


bleſſing into the warme ſunne: euen ſo it fared with vs. fo2 the 

erp next day after we had diſcharged our ſelues of bad, we were 
ſubiect tofali into the iawes of wazſe, beeing now moſt cageriy 
purſued by a bloody Frenchman of warre, anda Pirate like the 
other,ofwhoſc crucity we had heard ol ſo much befoze, that wee 


accounted our leſnes compaſſed euen in the Armes and grip? 
ol death, being but come within his ſight. lo where the other doth 


vſe but to kill ſome, and make llaues of the reſt, this bpholds it as 
a eultome to make murther of all that ere he takes} this is not 
D glutied 
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Newes from Sea 
glutted with the hanging of one, two, oz thꝛæ, nap ol twenty, but 
if he hapned to be at the taking ol an hundzed,he bludes them back 
to back, and buries them together. 

Foz two dates anda night this French Pirate had vs in chaſe 
and the winde beginning to grow duller and calme (although 
our ſhippe was of indifferent ſpeede) hce was come within a mile 
of vs, ſo that the nearer we perceiued him, the neerer wee iudged 
our ſelues to our ſudden deſtruction; it was in vaine to ſtriue ta 
make chilt fo2 our bodies : fo2 wee had nothing to any purpoſe 
wherewith to make ſhift withall. Wherefoze euerp ene hauing 
betaken himſelle to his pzapers foz the good of his ſoule, we were 
ready to offer our ſelues vp into the hands of him from whom it 
was in vatne to expect any mercy. 

S othat being all armed with this determination, and voide 
of al ſeare, ſince we had no hope, whereon to anchoz our truſt, vet 
it pleaſed God who ts the defence of his ſeruants, when we leaſt. 
thought of helpe, when all exepctation of reſcue was fraſtrate, 
and when we had giuen our liues ouer to the rutne of their hands 
and our bodies to the ſeas, to ſend in ſight ol vs fiue ſhips under 
ſaple, when wee (although we knew not what they were) choſe 
rather to fall into the hands of ihem, whole purſuit made noat⸗ 
tempt againſt vs, than to ſubmit our ſelues vnder the crueltie of 
him, who had lo long held vs in chaſe, which to effect we made all 
the ſpeed we could to get vp to them, and which intent of ours 
this Frenchman miſtruſting, he on the contrary ſtroue as much 
as in him lap to cut vs off from our purpoſe: but ſpight 
of his pꝛactiſe, we being tome within their ken, and that we geſt 
they might diſcerne our inward mpyſerie by our out ward ſignes 
wee expꝛeſt the liuely motions old ſtreſſed men, as by kneling 
on our knees, and holding vp our hands, which they perceiuing, 
although not kno wing what we were, tbey in charity made vp 
to vs, and in ſhoꝛt time wee were come within their command 
which this French man conſidering, and geſſing it would not 
p200ne much foz his eaſe, to make vp any nerer, he ſpꝛang alofe, 
and left vs. 

Theſe Ships pꝛwued to be foure Engliſhmen, tone Fleming. 
But by pour patience, J muſt giue pou to vnder ſtand, that vntill 
we had truly taſted their coyrteſie, we were as iealous of them, 
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as ofthe reſf, making a doubtfull queſtion, whether it were polll⸗ 
ble that trueth oꝛ haneſty might he met at ſea. 

Ol theſe Ships Engliſh, one was Maſter Startop, another 
was Maſter Hum trey, the other two Ships, the one was of 
Yarmouth, and the other of Linne, atthe meeting of whome, 3 
pꝛày you vnderſtand, there was nao litle top on both ſides, in then 
that they had beene a meanes to reſcue their Countrep men; in 
vs, that they had pꝛeſerued our lines, and what was left of 
penrs. 

But nothing is tbere in this wo2ld,buf is franſto2y like our 
ſelues our life is not permanent, no moꝛe is our foꝛtunes wee 
haue top in this minute, and ſoꝛrow in the nert :! wee came trying 
into the woꝛld, and we muſt goe weeping out, all which is verifi- 
ed in vs, loꝛ as I began withſozrow, ſo farre as J can ſœ pet, A 
mult make mp period in ſadneſſe: fo ſcarce had our top felt an 
houre of embꝛacement, 02 our comfozt giuen a beartyſalutation 
the one to the other, when pꝛeſently wee might percetue our 
ſelues the third time to be had in chafe by a man of warre, and his 
Pinneſſe, who dꝛawing neerc vp to vs, wee percetued it was 
Captaine Dans ker of Argier, which ſhip of bis is ſo potent in 
ſhew that it ſremed to vs any wap refiſfieſle, fo2 hee carried 5 5. 
peeces of D2dinance,beſides 400, Turtzes with (mall ſhot, 

Roome,comes hee amongeſt the thicke ſt of our flat, as if hee 
had had power to lweep vs away with his bꝛeath, but when hee 
came nc ere ts vs, be cauſed his followers to waft vs amain with 
their gliſtering (wozds,thzeatning to ſinke vs the one after the 

other, il at his command we did not immediatiy ſtrike lo that we 
thought we were now falling a malo ad peius. 
The firſt Ship they tame vpvnto was Paſter S tartop; wha 
ſeeing them ſo ſtrongly furniſthedʒ ſo laden with Oꝛdinance, and ſo 
powerſeil in ſhot. he foꝛth with perlded himſelfe unto him. 

Maſter Humtrey and the other two oy of Yarmouth and 
Lin, by this having got the winde of Vansker, thep ſteared 
backe i gaine to Mater Startop, indending their vtmott endea- 
usur to reſcue him. 

And calling aleud to him, they bid him hoyſe vp his ſatles again, 
vbowingt s him by the faiti; they ought to their Country q lone to 
then Countrymen, they weuld neuer foziake bim, they would 
0 fight [02 bum, te nue hum, oꝛ die w. th him. | © 2 But 
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But whether it were that M. St artop miſliking of their reſo 
lution, foꝛeſecing the ouer ſtrength ol the Vanſker,oz whether he 
was con quered with the Dutch mans oath and pꝛomiſe, which 
was that hee would neither ranlacke noꝛ ptilage any thing from 
him, hee reluled to hopſt his lailes, and con ſented to the peel - 
ding. f | 
TWHh:ih P. Humtrey and the reſt perteiuing, + not willing fur- 
ther to danger their owne ſhips, euery man ſhifted fo2 themſclues 
t lo eſcaprd. Our ſhip, 2 the Fleming were of the Ler ward ofthe 
whole Flx#t,ſo p when he was poſſeſſed ol P. Startop, the comes 
he vp to vs pooꝛe vanquiſhed men, but it is a botiefſe mention to 
remember pou, ho w caſilp it was foꝛ him to deale with vs, who 
had nepther powder no2 other munition to offend him. 

The firſt woꝛd he ſpoke when he came vp to vs, was, Jcom⸗ 
mand pou to ſtrike ſaule and follow me, aud wee ſeeing it were a 
bootleſſe reſiſtance and that there was no remedp, obcycd him, 
onelp we entreated him to be good vnto vs, and told him wee had 
beene robbed bythe Tunis men of warre, Conſederates with 
Ward, not ſire dates beloze. Captaine Dans ker temaunded 
of Maſter Startop, whether the relation ot our ſurpꝛiſal was true 
oꝛ no? who conſtantly in our behalte affirmed it to be trne, when 
he like a pꝛoude (yet we map call him an honeſt) Pirate toldvs 
ſince p men of Tunis, had had vs in hand, he ſcoznedto rob an hol⸗ 
pitall:to afdiq whe e was miſerp beſoꝛe, oꝛ to make pꝛap of them 
who had nothinglett, Only by a Peſſenger camanded vs, to hot 

off 3 peces of Dzdinance as a thanks to hum, oꝛi anſome fo2 our 
libcrtte and depart: bat we certifying him, that ſuch was the cru- 
elty ol our enemies, that we had not ſo much left whereby to gra- 
tifie his curteſie, and anl wer his command, he koꝛthwith gaue 02- 
der we chould be dilmiſt, but kept the Flemming and P. Sta top. 

The Flemming was laden with Tozne, ant vpon it, lap di- 


uers truſſes and bales of rich ſkuſtes, to the valew ol twenty thou ⸗ 


ſand pound, the which ſtuckes hee toe away from them, beeing 
the Parchants gosds, but not any particuler acuenture that was 
due to any pꝛiuate man: ſo that this is the difference betweene 
theſe two j5trats, (Ward of { uns, and Dansker of Argier:) 
Ward mages p2ep of all, and Dansker hath compaſſion of ſome: 


the one contemning to be charitable to any, the other holding it

danger to maintaine their lines, And we haue heard that the like 
cauſe as this, was the falling out bet wixt theſe two Pirates. fo: 
certain? they are now at difference. 

This Flemming (who beſoze we haue ſpoken of) though at 
the fr he commanded him with him the next daphce difiziſed 
bim and ſent him alter vs: but M. Startop and his whole com⸗ 
pany he caried away direclyfoz Argier, wycre What will ſucceed 

vnto them is pet vncertaine. 

But 4 muſt bee void ta remember poly, what fn this diſcourſe 
I haue omitted, that b toze he left vs, ſome of our confederates, 

men who vpon our fir{t taxing, were "diſcharged out of their chip, 
into cursoithe Chatitie, ſœing bow vntertaine was their hope, 
and how continuall was their danger (fince euerp (hip wee ſaw 
wee mult ceare to bee a Pirate) they entreated ol the Dansker, 
that he would be pleaſed to ſet them a ſgoare: when hee not only 
condiſcended to their requeſt, but alſo gaue them foure ſhillings a 
ptete, to helpe to carry them vp into the Country of Spaine. 

Thus to our ſoꝛrow: hauing ſeene our good friend Malter 
Startop, andhis whole Companie hopſted toward Argier, our 
ſelues (conſo2ted with the Duchman) put in at Almanika in 
Spaine, where we intendedto repaire vs, of what neceflartes we 
lacked that might furmſh vs foz cur better ſaletie home ward. 
The Gouernour of which(haning at large vnderſtood what had 
happened vnto vs) commaunded that we ſhould haue all hings 
that we thought nerdlull loꝛ vs, and otfered vs a hundꝛed men fo2 
a ſafeguard euerp night, wotie wee ſtaid there to repair cctr 
wants, leall they chould come backe, oꝛ any other & their Cr ue 
to doe ve inlur p. 

But wolle we remained in this Harboꝛ, repa ring our chips 
and furmiſhing our wants there was Newes bꝛought ts the Oo⸗ 

il uernour the tenure whereof were ſpread thus: That the Crolt- 
mo, who at the firſt wos but a Iamarie, and ſince adnanted by 
Lis cenfcteracpwity Ward is now the pugic Gauetnoꝛ cf Lunts 
CThac Ward hath a while retyꝛes him kr om Sea, and ſenos fozth 
his Coileagnes,as he did the ferte, which ſurpziſed vs, not — 
ding to put himſelfe tohazardagaine vpon the mainc, til th: 
can take a lip lor hun, ſhall be Owner ol thꝛeelcoꝛe peeces ot DO 
D 3 binance,

thaſe Tutkes which he hath purchaſed leave to leaup (as it is

Cbus haue J truly deuuered vnto you what hath happened to 
vs at ſca, by which pou map iudge what difference there is be⸗ 
twirt our ates and pours aſhoare; J haue giuen the marchant 

cauſe to ſeare, and haue giuen him heart to ſtrengthen himlelle 
foz deſence: which il he doe not do. not leaue til cheſs Pi⸗ 
| rates be depꝛeſt, they may hang vp their ſhips 
and bid fare well with their Tratlick to 
tthedtraights.
